FARM AND FRUIT. 


INCREASE IN OUR FRUIT SHIP­ 
MENTS TO THE EAST. 


Inform ation 
anil 
Suggestions 
for 
C onsideration o f those Upon the 
Farm anil in the O rchard. 


In an article recently published in the 
R kcord-U niox we gave a review of the out­ 
look for fruit growing in California, and as 
to probable danger of injury to this indus­ 
try from overproduction. 
One of the prin­ 
cipal outlets for our supplies, then com­ 
mented upon, was in the large increase 
w hich m ight be expected with certainty in 
Eastern shipm ents of green fruits. 
This 
tide of increase is constantly setting in 
stronger even now, as we are assured by 
tlie shippers a t this point, and this is not so 
largely at the present time, from enlarged 
volum e being shipped to the heretofore 
principal buyers at t ’hi«'ago and New York, 
as a broadening of the area at the East, 
where a dem and for California-grown fruits 
ha* grown up. and direct shipping trade es­ 
tablished with m any new points. The Cali­ 
fornia fruit trade is very healthy, however, 
at the great Eastern metropolis, and in ­ 
creasing. as shown by a statem ent pub­ 
lished in the New York Commercial liiiitc- 
tin. under date of A ugust 2(ith, as follows: 
The trade in California fruits in this 
m arket is steadily growing, although just 
at tiiis m om ent buyers are purchasing 
rather sparingly, notw ithstanding the fact 
that present prices are considered low. 
Upon this subject A lexander Duncan, of 
W . T. Coleman A Co., said : “ Títere i s a 
very conservative feeling in the California 
eanned-fruit trade. 
Although the stock in 
this city is low, buyers are only in the 
m arket for im m ediate use. 
W here hereto­ 
fore a single buyer purchased a earload, two 
take one together. 
The price of staple 
gooils is now from 15 to 25 per cent, lower 
than last year. For extra fancy goods there 
is a strong dem and at full prices. 
1 would 
say the am ount of canne 1 fruit shipped 
from California to New York this year is 
likely to somewhat exceed last year, w hile 
prices will probably range lower than at 
that tinte, though there is rather a better 
chance for an advance than a decline in 
prices from those now current.' 
Dudley, Clapp & I)oe, speaking of actual 
California fruit, said: 
" hast year there 
were between 10,000 and 12,000 packages of 
fruit brought from California to New York. 
It looks as if about that am ount. <ir a trifie 
more, wottl.l arrive this season. 
The trade 
is m ainly in pears and plum s, although the 
am ount of peaches from California seems 
to be on the increase. 
It is very difficult to 
quote prices, as they range all the way 
tr-un 25 cents to $5 per package, according 
to the size and condition of the fruit. 
There has been a very good dem and this 
year for early fruits, ami the las; shipm ent 
of any m om ent of Bartlett pears and plums 
of this description arrived to-day. There is 
always a good demand for first-class Cali­ 
fornia fruit. The demand increases year 
by year, although, owing to the greater 
am ount brought here, prices are steadily 
declining. T he one great drawback the 
trade experiences is the bight rates of 
freight which, as a rule, are about equal to 
the first cost of the fruit. 
If these charges 
should be reduced, railw ay companies 
would, in our judgm ent, make more money 
out of California fruit by the increased 
business that wouhi he offered to them , 
t pon the whole, however, we think the 
condition of the trade very satisfactory. " 
No other farm stock is more beimficial to 
the laud than sheep. 
Pastures occupied 
by sheep, instead of becoming poorer each 
year, become richer and richer and produce 
more and better feet. 
The weeds and 
worthless plants will be kept down and 
exterminated. Sheep cat a m uch larger 
num ber of plants than any other farm 
anim al, eating many that horses and cattle 
refuse. Hence a few sheep m ay always be 
kept in a pasture with cattle or horses to 
cat those ¡ilatits which horses and cattle re­ 
fuse. 
In regard to the advantages of sheep 
to the farm, Colonel F. D. Curtis, of New 
York, well says : " After trying all kinds of 
stock, I have returned to sheep, believing 
them to be indispensable for a complete «h- 
velopm ent of all the resources of the farm. 
'1 here is no st«>ck so well calculated for 
rugged hillsides and rough pastures and to 
prevent the growth of weeds. 
* 
*

They will thrive in pastures and get fat 
where cattle would alm ost starv e.’ 
(if 
course, in this «State vie have not the same 
opportunity for stocking all kinds of land 
that arc enjoyed at m any points of the 
East, but the subject is worthy m uch con­ 
sideration. 
I'n h ’ss sume authority is applied for the 
eradication of the "eotfiin scale" from Los 
Angeles or« hards and vineyards, the time 
is not far distant when there will not be a 
healthy tree or shrub in the city. 
Their 
ravages have hoi n terribly destructive, and 
only t\v«i years since they made their ap ­ 
pearance. 
All Pasadena voluntarily com­ 
bined and extirpated them. 
San Gabriel 
did the same, nn«l I». M. belong is at work 
in this business 
under 
the combined 
strength of Grange and Santa Ana. 
There 
can he no combined volunteer effort in Los 
Angeles l«ir so many reasons that we will 
not attem pt to mention them . 
It therefore 
lollows that the Board of .Supervisors—- 
whi h we understand has power in the 
premises 
uni the Mayor and Council, 
should inquire into the m atter and applv a 
remedy. The dangers of «lestruction" of 
property by floods are insignificant as 
parís! with the cot 
stroying millions o 
Porcupine.

But few persons, especially those who 
till the soil, are aware of the annual loss 
from the products of their labor, caused by 
the ravages of fungous parasites.

State, cause an actual loss to the cultivators 
of the land far in excess of tlie am ount 
paid for taxes.

Observed, instead of being the result of cli­ 
matic and other causes, it has been claimed 
by some writers that it was only plants or 
tr e e s in a condition of decay th at were 
liable to be attacked by fungous species, 
but such investigators as Beekely, < ’ooke, 
K uhn and others whose testim ony cannot 
be gainsayed, have modified their views, 
and Professor Uurrill states that "a n y per­ 
son possessing the cardinal virtues of m i­ 
croscopy. patience and perseverance, may 
observe for him self the origin and progress 
of the disease, as the im m ediate results of 
the germ ination of the spores and growth 
of its product. 
The conditions may lie 
favorable or unfavorable to the plant, or its 
parasite, one or both at the same time, but 
im m unity does not always come from a 
full healthy condition of the host. Indeed 
sometimes this simply furnishes the more 
and better nourishm ent for tlie parasite, 
which becomes equally vigorous in conse­ 
quence. 
REMEDIES TO APPLY. 
To protect the so-calléd mildew from at­ 
tacking or spreading upon tlie foliage and 
fruit of the grape vine, dusting with sul­ 
phur is r .sorted to. and undoubtedly pre­ 
vents a great dea! of damage to the crop. A 
great deal o f the trouble caused by the 
presence of fungi on trees and vines when 
covered with foliage, can be avoided by the 
use of solution* that will destroy the para­ 
site when the tree or vine is dorm ant. Of 
the vitality of the spores rem aining on the 
plant, or its fallen leaves, there cannot be 
any d o u b t: therefore tlie gathering of the 
fallen ¡'■aves, either by raking them to­ 
gether and burning them , or hy pasturing 
sheep in the vineyard or orchard, will be a 
m o v e in the right direct!' n.

In a recent issue of the Montreal V.'itncst 
is given a synopsis of an interesting lecture 
delivered by the Rev. Dr. Dallinger, in that 
city, upon " Researches on the Origin and 
Life-liistories of the Least and Lowest Liv­ 
ing Tilings." 
The lecturer began by say­ 
ing that to all who have familiarized them ­ 
selves, 
even 
cursorily, 
w ith 
modern 
scientific knowledge, it is know n that the 
m ind encounters the infinite in the con­ 
tem plation of m inute as well as in the 
study of vast natural phenom ena. The 
farthest limit we have reached with the 
most gigantic standard of m easurem ent we 
could well employ in gauging the greatness 
of the universe, only leaves us w ith an 
overwhelm ing consciousness of the awful 
greatness—the abyss of the infinite—that 
tics beyond, and which our m inds can 
never measure. The indefinite has a lim it 
somewhere, hut it is not the indefinite, it is 
the measureless, the infinite, th at vast ex­ 
tension forces upon our m ind. 
In like 
m anner the im m easurable in m inuteness 
is an inevitable m ental sequence from the 
facts and phenom ena revealed to us by a 
study of the m inute in nature. 
The prac­ 
tical divisability of m atter disclosed by 
modern physics m ay well arrest and as­ 
tonish us. B ut biology, the science which 
invests the phenom ena of all living things, 
is in no w hit behind. The most universally 
diffused organism in nature, the least in 
size w ith w hich we are definitely acquaint­ 
ed, is so small that fifty m illions of them 
could lie together in the one-hundredtli 
of an inch square. 
Yet thosedefinite living 
things have the power of locomotion, of in­ 
gestion, of assimilation, of excretion, and 
of enormous m ultiplication, and the m ate­ 
rial of which tfie inconceivably m inute liv­ 
ing speck is made, is a highly complex 
chemical compound. 
WE PARE NOT ATTEMPT A CON'CEITIOX 
Of the minuteness of the ultim ate atoms 
that compose the several simple elements 
that thus mysteriously combine to form the 
complex substance and properties of this 
least and lowliest living thing. 
But if we 
could even measure these as a m ental ne­ 
cessity, we are urged indefinitely oil to a 
m inuteness w ithout conceivable lim it, in 
effect, a m inuteness tbat is beyond all finite 
measure or conception. These organisms, 
whilst they are the least, are also the low­ 
liest in nature, and are totally devoid of 
w hat is known as organic structure, even 
when scrutinized with our most powerful 
and perfect lenses. 
Now these organisms 
lie on the very verge and margin of the vast 
area of w hat we know as living. They 
possess tiie essential properties ot life, but 
in their most initial state. 
And their num ­ 
berless billions, springing into existence 
wherever putrescence appeared, led to the 
question: How do they originate? Do they 
spring up lie nnra from thehighest point on 
the area of not life, w hich they touch ? Are 
tlic-v, in short, the direct product of some 
ye. un co rd lated force in nature, changing 
the dead, the unorganized, the not living 
into definite forms of life? 
Now. this is a 
profound question, and that it is a difficult 
one there can be no doubt. 
B ut th at it is a 
q u e s tio n fur our laboratories is certain. 
A PERTINENT QCESTION'. 
And after careful and prolonged experi­ 
m ent and research, the question to be asked 
is, Do we find that in our laboratories and 
in the obscure processes of nature that not 
living can lie, w ithout the intervention of 
living tilings, clanged into what liv. s? To 
this question the vast majority of practical 
biologists answer w ithout hesitancy, No, 
we have no facts to justify such a conclu­ 
sion. 
l’rofessor H uxley shall represent 
them . 
lie says: 
" The properties of liv­ 
ing m atter distinguish it absolutely from all 
other kinds of things,” and he continues, 
“ the present state of our knowledge fur­ 
nishes us with no link between the living 
and the not living.” 
Now let us carefully 
rem ember that 
the great 
doctrine 
of 
Charles Darwin lias furnished biology with 
a magnificent generalization —one, indeed, 
which stands upon so broad a basis that 
great names of detail and m any needful in­ 
terlocking facts are of necessity relegated 
to the quiet workers of the present, and the 
earnest laborers of the years to come. 
But 
it is a doctrine w hich cannot be shaken. 
The constant and universal action of varia­ 
tion. the struggle for existence, and “ the 
survival of the fittest,” lew who are compe­ 
tent to grasp will have the tem erity to 
doubt. 
And to many, that which lies in 
it as a doctrine and forms the fiber of its 
fabric is the existence of a continuity, an 
unbroken stream of unity running from 
the base to the apex of 
THE ENTIRE ORBAXIC SPECIES. 
The plant and the anim al, the lowliest or­ 
ganized and the most complex, the m inut­ 
est and the largest, are related to each 
other, so as to constitute*'one majestic 
organic whole. 
Now to this splendid con­ 
tinuity biology presents no adverse fact. 
All our most recent and most accurate 
knowledge confirms it. 
Now the question 
we hud to determ ine was a great one, and 
hud to be treated in a purely scientific 
m anner. 
It was w bother or not, in the in­ 
definite past, tiie non-vital elem ents of the 
earth, at s une point in tiieir highest activ­ 
ity. were inclosed with or became possessed 
of the properties of life. 
*>n that subject 
there was no doubt. The elements tliai 
compose protoplasm—the physical basis of 
all living things—are the fam iliar elements 
of the world w ithout life. The mystery of 
life is not in the elements that compose the 
vital stuff. 
We know them all, and we 
know their properties. 
T he mystery con­ 
sists solely ill how these elem ents can be so 
combined its to acquire the transcendent 
properties of life. That which calm and 
patient research has to determ ine i.-: w hether 
m atter demonstrably not living, can be. 
w ithout the ai l of organisms already liv­ 
ing, endowed with the properties of life. 
Judged of hastily and apart from the facts, 
it may appear t" some m inds that 
AN OHIO IN OF LIFE 
From not life, by sic -r physical law. would 
he a great philosophical gain, an indefinite­ 
ly strong suoport of the doctrine of evolu­ 
tion. 
If this were so. and indeed, so far as 
it is believed to lie so, it would speak and 
does speak volumes in favor of the science 
pervading our age. 
For although the vast 
majority of biologist' in Europe and A m er­ 
ica accept the doctrine of evolution, they 
are almost unanim ous in their refusal to 
accept in any sense competent the reputed 
evidence ot " spontaneous 
generation.” 
which demonstrates, at least, that what is 
sought by our leaders in science is not the 
support of mere 
hypothesis, 
cherished 
though they may he! but the truth, the 
uncolored truth from nature. 
But it m ust 
be remembered that w hat is called "sp o n ­ 
taneous generation,” is by no means re­ 
quired liv the doctrine of evolution. 
Pro­ 
fessor Huxley, for example, says: ” If all 
living beings have been evolved from pre­ 
existing forms of ilfe, it is enough that a 
single particle of protoplasm should once 
have appeared upon the globe, as the result 
of no m atter what agency, any further for­ 
mation of protoplasm 
would he sheer 
waste." 
And w h y '.'we may ask. Because 
one of the most marvelous and unique 
properties of protoplasm, and the living 
forms out of it is the power to m ultiply 
indefinitely and for ever! 
W hat need, 
then, of spontaneous generation?

The lecturer throughout was listened to 
with the deepest interest and the various 
points and beautiful illustrations were 
loudly applauded.

llutius to assert ■ > plain a truth ; neverthe­ 
less, the necessity of bearing lids fact in 
mind is demonstrated by cverv-day expe­ 
rience. 
If the heart bo tfie subject of 
debate am ong medical students at our hos­ 
pitals, how much do we hear of the m ur­ 
murs and how little of the condition of the 
myocardium ! 
O ur present object is to 
draw attention to a class of eases which 
have not received the wide study they 
deserve, 
idiopathic hypertrophy and dila­ 
tation of the heart are not phrases which 
carry their own credentials. 
To speak 
openly, tii - term "id: .pathie” i» regarded 
bv scientific pbvsieinns as a pleonastic 
cloak for our ignorance. Cardiac hypertro­ 
phy of idiopathic sort is said to be of com­ 
mon occurrence in Munich as compared 
with oilier eiti* 
Spatz found that of tiffs 
men no less than ffo were affected with so- 
called myocarditis. 
Among Iff-", women 
there were L’ff e a -'i. 
Of lito men between 
tin1 ages o f S t and 00, there were 41 cases 
of myocarditis, or about 1! per cent. Ui 
1 14 women at the «une period ol life, only 
10, or about 7 per cent., were affected. 1! r- 
m aim 's reports showed 49 cases of m uscu­ 
lar disease of the heart in the male am ong 
.'loó necropsies, w hile only.'! females had 
this condition. 
Von Buhl looked mi I hese 
instances of cardiac hypertrophy us the re­ 
sult of chronic myocarditis, which usually 
ended fatally in consequence of fatty de­ 
generation of the muscle. 
Bollinger, who 
lias restuilied the subject, cannot find any 
evidence of inflam matory changes or fmty 
degeneration. 
At his suggestion iSchmide- 
huuer undertook to estahli di the extent ot j 
the prevalence of cardiac hypertrophy in 
Munich upon a statistical basis.wi:!» a view 
to m aking clear its causation. Among 1,0'JO 
necropsies there were 40 cases (ffd men and 
14 women i in which the cause of death was 
attributed to sim ple hypertrophy of the 
heart. As an associated condition, not as a 
cause of death, idiopathic hypertrophy of 
the heart was found in 33 other cases (23 
men and in women,'. 
All cas < of enlarge­ 
m ent of the heart due to lesions of the 
valves, or disturbances of the pulm onary 
circulation, or associated with arterial scle­ 
rosis, or granular kidneys, were said to be 
excluded. Some of the cases were attrib­ 
uted to prolonged m uscular effort. 
But 
the create!" num ber were believed to be due 
to habitual excess in beer drinking, a t­ 
tended with a true plethora or overcharge 
of 1)1..... 
It is argued th at the habitual consum p­ 
tion of beer in large quantities tends to en­ 
large the heart by the direct action of the 
alcohol on its tissue, by the increase in the 
am ount of fluids in the body, and by the 
belief that the nutritive ingredients of the 
beer are easily assimilated. Statem ents are 
made to the effect that the average weight 
of the .hearts in men is relatively greater in 
M unich than el- 'where. 
Both sides of the 
heart participate in this hypertrophy. 
It 
may naturally be asked how it is that suf­ 
ferers from simple hypertrophy are prone 
to die of an affection which apparently con­ 
tains ii" fatal elements in its composition. 
The phrase simple or idiopathic hyper­ 
trophy is in this respect misleading. 
Ex­ 
haustion of the nervous apparatus w ithout 
obvious disease of the m uscular tissues is 
the proffered explanation of the fatal result 
—an explanation not altogether free from 
valid objections. 
A san in terestin g fect.it 
may be stated that during tha-year 18?2 the 
average am ount of beer consumed by each 
person in Germany ranged, in different dis­ 
tricts, from 54 to ISC. liters, in Bavaria it 
readied 2.33 liters, and in M unich 4ff2.—

Some 
are so constituted, as the m an with the 
susceptible pulse, that the bath ought to 
he absolutely interdicted, w hile with others 
the evil results are diro-iiy traceable to the 
ignorance or carelessness of lite individual. 
There are very few persons who bathe us 
they should. The v:t 
majority rem ain in 
tiie*water too long, many battling with the 
breakers for more than an hour, w hile it is 
the exception to find a ju-r-on who rem ains 
in less than three-quarters of an hour. One 
who has never been in the ocean can form 
no conception o f the am ount o f force ex­ 
pended in diving into or ( v< n standing up 
against the powerful breakers, involving as 
it does an am ount of labor, of m uscular ex­ 
ercise, that would 
soon produce fatigue 
were the surroundings less stim ulating and 
exciting.

Buskin has denominated all imitations 
of wood grains and marble as “ shams." 
This is carrying the criticism of “ covering 
up" beyond the limit of reason, we sub­ 
mit. o f course, all imitation is a sham in 
one sense, hut when it is purposeful and in­ 
tended to represent skill in art, and not 
merely to deceive, it is no sham. I Vo ad­ 
mit that in our homes, in public buildings 
and in offices, the new popular scheme of 
presenting the simple grain of the wood ■ is 
commendable. Mr. Faeey. in a late num­ 
ber of the Painter, says : •• The substitution 
of stained, varnished or polished woods for 
painted woods, has much to recommend 
it. 
1‘robably in every variety of wood 
known to man, or suited to the purposes of 
the builder, sonic charm or beauty of grain 
and figure may easily he found. To cover 
this with paint, is to hide the perfection of 
its nature, and when to this is added the 
representation of another wood altogether, 
the eye and sense of propriety are alike 
offended." Even this goes too far. 
For 
the use of woods in the interior consit ac­ 
tion of our houses that have “ beauty of 
grain and figure” involves careful selection 
and much increased first cost, and these 
limit the possibilities in homes too greatly, 
it does not follow that a finished surface in 
paint, or grain imitation, is an offense to 
the eye because the “ perfection of nature ” 
is hidden. The art of man has a place by 
the side of tliis perfection, and is not worthy 
to be denominated as " sham " because it 
is imitation. There are natural woods that 
those of limited means must use in the 
house, that will not finish in natural grain 
so as to add to the beauty of an apartment 
in any great degree. To insist upon arbi­ 
trary substitution of the one for the other 
style of finish, is to eliminate ail the art 
that contributes so much to our pleasure 
In ornamental molding and panel, and to 
prohibit us of the highest forms of art 
work, 
Th* disposition to run to extremes 
is 
a | characteristic 
of 
the age 
in 
architecture, 
and 
decoration “ crazes" 
seize j upon 
society 
and 
sweep 
it 
alongjn extravagance of indulgence. At 
one pfriod the predominating taste in this 
coumfy was for all interiors to be heavily 
paintal and glossed to the highest possi- 
b ility if finish varnishes. 
It was not be­ 
cause Stained and polished wood possibil­ 
ities were Mu. 'hen known, for when 
Anteri ans were covering every particle of 
wood» irk with paint, natural grain expos­ 
ure ul-lcr oil or transparent vamisli was 
com me n in Europe. 
For centuries rich, 
dark, Choice woods had added to the im- 
pressife character of European interiors. 
Indeed, save in France, the European con­ 
ventionality has been grain exposure from 
tli • very dawn of architecture, and odorous, 
rieh-gg'.ined and precious woods have been 
symbol-, of beauty and types of the highest 
excellence. Now. when the disclosure is 
made l<i us of the \\ c-t. of the cliarhi, ele­ 
gance >nd native sublimity of woods una- 
donie i. we are disposed to run to the other 
extroile and lay hare all interior finish. 
Truet «st.■ will occupy thecousen alive mean 
and while commending the naked wood, 
finish'*! by the polish of labor long ap­ 
plied, »r toned down by drying oils to a n 
appro.i h to the richnes- that comes only 
with age, approve at the same time the 
work of art that on a simple base build-up 
exquisite designs, or gives to a natural sur­ 
ta o a purely artificial an 1 wholly foreign 
md yet pleasing tint or finish. 
It remains, however, to he said that the 
introduction of bare wood in interior lin- 
ish. is in advance of any possibility of art 
when the wood is of choice grain, and even 
me of the commonest soft woods of Cali- 
loniia develop sonic of the rarest beauties 
in this direction. 
It is also to be borne in 
mind that while ¡lie artificial finish i- but 
temporary, and nftist fade and decay early 
iu the vast majority of cases, the natural 
grows dark, and with age is enhanced 
in beauty.

ADVICE FROM WISCONSIN. 


Over one thousand workingmen of Mil­ 
waukee and Bay View, Wisconsin, have 
signed, and sent out, a statement of their 
reasons for supporting James G. Blaine 
irrespective of their past political affilia­ 
tions. It is quite a long document, but 
vigorous, simple and unmistakable. 
In 
brief, this non-partisan voice from Wiscon­ 
sin, says; lie will represent in office the 
protection of the interests of the rights of 
American labor. 
By tliis, we understand 
it to mean, that it is hollow mockery to 
protect American manufacturers, and at 
the same tim e admit foreign labor to pro­ 
duce under our very noses tin- articles we 
handicap by a tariff. By the tariff we pro­ 
tect only the manufacturer and the capital­ 
ist, unless we exclude the element that by 
competition will degrade the American 
artisan, and craftsmen, and laborer, to a 
level ami wage, at which he can only exist 
in a state of semi-pauperism. That is to 
say, the American laborer is called upon 
by American civilization to so live as to 
reflect credit alike upon our social and po­ 
litical system, lie must take and read 
journals, have a home, raise children to 
the Suite. clothe them decently for associa­ 
tion in the pufrlic schools, be the patron of 
home industries, wear some, at least, of the 
regalia of culture and comfort- -in short be 
an independent and well-to-do citizen, who 
brings up children to take places in the 
front ranks, as well as in the rear line. But 
lie cannot do this on a wage that means a 
slab cabin, no home comforts, no independ­ 
ence, no culture. As it now is, his children 
may become the loaders in society, State, 
art, church, science. But from tiie pau­ 
perized homes of servile labor, if we con­ 
tinue to admit it, will come forth no such 
product as goes to make up the citizenship 
oil which American institutions are based; 
and it will in time bring the American la­ 
borer to its level. But to return to the 
Wisconsin pronuneiainento. 
It declares 
that the Democracy of that Stale has flatly 
refused to declare on tliis question oi up­ 
holding the dignity of the American labor­ 
er's home, while the Republican party of 
the state lias unmistakably declared for It. 
It further recites that the candidate of the 
Democracy, Governor Cleveland, testified 
to his beliefs which the party admits by 
nominating him, when be refused protec­ 
tion to the overworked laborers of New 
York, where they had a right to expect 
such protection from the State. He vetoed 
tlio bill prohibiting the employment of 
children under thirteen in factories, and 
refused the workingmen the protection of 
a lien law, upon which tlie Legislature had 
agreed. It is evident that workingmen and 
mechanics in the “ rowdy West" ari’think- 
ing anil reasoning on these subjects, and 
that they will, with marked unanimity, re­ 
fuse to give the Democracy the support that 
party has deemed it owned beyond all 
power of deprivation.

EX-MEMBER OF THE KENTUCKY 
LEGISLATURE MURDERED. 


Tun Catholic clergy of San Francisco are 
preaching upon school text-books, and are 
making so much out of the technical of­ 
fense of Professor Scnger that the conclu­ 
sion isforeed upon us they mean to use the 
incident for all it can be made worth to 
tin m, to strengthen the Catholic sentiment 
against the common school system. The 
Church has all along been open and frank 
in its opposition to the sytem, and in its 
declarations of belief that our schools are 
ungodly, and that the education of the 
young is properly the office of the Church. 
But now. since Professor Senger responded 
to questions of his pupils with statements 
he believed to be historic facts, the Church 
has gone beyond him, and assails the text- 
b x>k 
recitals relative 
to religion and 
its relations in the past to civil govern­ 
ment. Obviously this is an issue upon 
which there can be 110 agreement, and it 
looks, therefore, very much as if the origi­ 
nal incident was to be used to crowd the 
study of history from the schools. But 
any success in that direction is not think­ 
able. Jf we are to exclude studies for fear 
of treading on ancient religious corns we 
may as well shut up the schools at once, 
since neither philosophy, astronomy, the 
ordinary laws relating to the form and the 
movements of the eartli and the planets, 
the history of literature or tiie history of 
the great events that broke through super­ 
stition and made way for tolerance and free 
government, can be taught without re­ 
proach to the past of the Church. Nor 
should churchmen of this day, as we view 
it, be offended thereat, but rather confess 
the truth and take pride in the pace relig­ 
ion has kept with science and free thought. 


T h e meetings of the British and lire 
American Science Associations occurred 
within a few days of each other. The first 
has just closed an interesting session at 
Montreal, the latter began its session on 
the ith instant at Philadelphia. These two 
bodies comprise in tln-ir membership the 
leading thinkers and experimenters in sci­ 
entific realms in the world. It is hut a little 
more than two centuries ago that, in Eng­ 
land, the life of the first scientific associa­ 
tion hung by a mere thread. Superstition, 
the church, the. state, wealth and the preju­ 
dice of ages combined against it. Isaac 
Newton was one of its members, nearly all 
of whom were exceedingly poor men, and 
who, fur their foresightedness and genius, 
had lo bear reproach and the ridicule and 
scorn of their communities. Very different 
is the atmosphere of this day. when all in­ 
telligence lends aid to scientific research, 
and no men arc locked to more confidently 
as helpers and leaders in the battle of prog­ 
ress titan the scientists. 
Great Britain 
leading, the nations of the eartli now sup­ 
port and encourage over 500 scientific asso­ 
ciations. the membership of which em­ 
braces a multitude of distinguished natu­ 
ralists, botanists, geographers, entomolo­ 
gists, astronomers, electricians, engineers, 
chemists, geologists, physicians, metallur­ 
gists, and the like. 
These men are in the 
forefront of progress. 
They never are 
found at the rear. They are the pioneers, 
sappers and miners in the experimental 
world, steadily undermining and over­ 
throwing the breastworks of superstition 
and all manner of Ignorance. 


T h e New York Times holds that it will be 
impossible to confine the war between 
France and China to those powers. On 
what it basis its prophecy of interference 
we fail to discover. 
Mere rivalry between 
the European powers will not lead to it ; 
reason will not support such an assump­ 
tion. Unquestionably < bina would bo well 
pleased to embroil other nations in order to 
divert the tug of war from her soil and 
transfer it wholly to naval engagements. 
It is not thinkable that Bismarck will at­ 
tempt to reduce Brlti.-h ascendency in the 
Orient at the expense of France. It would 
be a roundabout and doubtful method. To 
supplant one power with another in the 
hope of displacing the latter, is a game that 
lias been tried, but lias always been a dan­ 
gerous one. 
Germany is not so short­ 
sighted as to fail to see that to England 
such a scheme would be transparent, and 
would tend to make her an allyoi France 
when the hour of need came. 


T hf. position of the Democratic party in 
this campaign is paradoxical and strangely 
puzzling. It is known to be at heart, by 
tradition and bv confession of faith, a free 
trade party. But it so happens that a large 
part of the membership of the party are 
protectionists, ju-t as in Republican ranks 
arc many free traders, although the party 
pronounces for protection. But here the 
parallelism ceases. The Republican party 
has the courage to declare lor protection, 
and to assort that according to its belief 
that should be and will be made ar.d kept 
the policy of the Government. But the 
Democratic parly while adhering to its free 
trade belief, says to the intelligent voter: 
" Free trade is the right thing—taxation on 
raw materials cripples home and favors 
foreign industry; protection reduces the 
prices of agricultural products : it interferes 
with natural industrial laws, and is there­ 
fore wrong: it means direct taxation of the 
working mail, and the confirming in the 
hands of the manufacturers tho power to 
dictate the prices fur all they sell, and lower \ 
the prices lor all they buy. by which pío- I 
cess they can decrease the prices of wages ; 
and so on to the end of the chapter in favor 
of free trade—but, since so many have 
heavy investments 
involved; since 
so 
many promoters 
of 
industries 
assert 
honestly, but illogically. that they cannot 
exist except protected against foreign com- j 
petition ; this thing which is a wrong, and I 
an injury to the laboring classes and all 
consumers; this tiling which we believe to

Just 
what it was nobody appears to know. Van 
Buren could not accept them for himself, 
although it was the desire of the donor 
that he should do so. by reason of the 
clause in the Constitution which forbids 
any person connected w ith the Govern­ 
m ent accepting any present or decoration 
from any foreign Power or Potentate. To 
have returned them would have been an 
insult to the Royal giver, and w hat to do 
with them was a question th at puzzled tlie 
Presidential miml. 
T hey were finallv 
turned over to the Treasury, and there 
they rem ain unto this dav! The entire 
collection has accum ulated in a sim ilar 
way. O ther presents were sent to Govern­ 
m ent officers by Kings and Princes who 
had not read the Constitution of the United 
States, and nothing could be done w ith 
them except to stow them away in the 
vault.

A m en d m en t N o. 3. 


S ec tio n 9. A State Board of Fiqualiiatic.n, con­ 
sisting o f one member from each Congressional 
District in this State, as the same existed in 
eighteen hundred and seventy-nine, shall l»e 
elected b y the qualified electors ol their respec­ 
tive d is tr ic ts , at the general election to be held 
in the year one thousand eight hundred and 
eightv-six, and at each gubernatorial election 
thereafter, whose term o f office shall be tor four 
years, whose duty it shall he to equalize tiio 
valuation of the taxable property in tlie several 
counties of the State for tlie purposes of taxa­ 
tion. The Controller o f State shall he ex offici® 
a member of the Board. The Boards of Super­ 
visors of the several counties of tlie State shall 
constitute Boards o f Equalization for their 
respective counties, whose duty it shall be to 
equalize the valuation of the taxable property 
in the county for the purpose o f taxation; pro­ 
vid'd, such State and County Boards of Equali­ 
zation are hereby authorized and empowered, 
under such rules of notice ss the Cofibty Board* 
may prescribe, as to the county assessments, and 
under such rules of notice as the State Board 
may prescribe as to the action ofthe State Board, 
to increase or lower the entire assessment roll, 
or any assessment contained therein, so as to 
equalize the assessment of the property con­ 
tained In said assessment roll, and make th* 
assessment conform to the true value in money 
of the property contained in said roll: provided, 
that no Hoard o f Equalization shall raise any 
mortgage, deed of trust, contract or other obli­ 
gation by which a debt is secured, money or 
solvent credits, above its face value. The pres­ 
ent State Board o f Equalization shall continue 
iu office until their successors, as her-’a pro­ 
vided for, shall l>e elected and shall qualify. 
The Legislature shall have power io redistriet 
the State Into four districts as nearly equal in 
population as practical, nnd to provide for the 
elections of members o f said Board of Equaliza­ 
tion.
